Blame the Registrar 

The election of so many Democrats last Tuesday 
must have dismayed many of the good Sierra Madre 
Republicans.

This is a questionable as¬ 
sumption. 

"The low-inversion, low- 
wind, intense-sunshine re¬ 
gime necessary to develop 
eye irritation from auto 
exhaust seldom occurs in 
areas other than the West 
Coast. Any federal bureau 
studying auto exhaust 
would be obliged to study 
its nationwide aspects and 
to keep the Los Angeles 
problem in proper relation- 
hip to the whole." 

The most common air pol¬ 
lution complaints elsewhere 
in the nation, Faith reported, 
are visible smoke and dis¬ 
agreeable odor of exhaust, 
particularly from buses and 
trucks; potential hazards of 
carbon monoxide and nitro¬ 
gen oxides, and suspicion 
that auto exhaust contains 
compounds that may induce 
lung cancer. 

The Foundation meeting 
marked the first time that 
any scientist has declared 
flatly how much more basic 
research is still required on 
Los Angeles smog and how 
long it will take. Faith is a 
chemical engineer.

Spinning

SORF —A1 Romer is a pur¬ 
ist. 

Romer, a Playa Del Rey ad¬ 
vertising salesman, scorns 
both spinning tackle and 
bait in his surf fishing ad¬ 
ventures. 

He uses a conventional 
reel (Penn 250) filled with 
20-pound te.st mono and a 
long surf stick. 

One day last month, Romer 
hit the beaches at high noon 
and within a half-hour land¬ 
ed surf fishing’s most prized 
trophy, a whopping 25- 
pound white sea baas. 

“I was going for the long 
cast because another fisher¬ 
man told me of a tremen¬ 
dous hook-up ho liad lost 
earlier,” said Romer. 

"He didn’t know what it 
was. Neither did I. I thought 
it might have been a big 
halibut or a big bonito.’’ 

Romer, a confirmed surf 
addict, had an edge on most 
fishermen. He fishes in his 
own front yard. His home 
overlooks the Playa Del Rey 
beach and he confines his 
action within a 200-yard 
stretch of sand located about 
a mile south of the jetty. 

He happily admits to this 
edge. 

“I ve got my own fish-find¬ 
er so to .speak. Any time I 
see birds working the beach. 
I’m off and running.” And 
it’s only a quarter - mile 
sprint. 

“Last year was real hot, 
too. Remember the barracu¬ 
da run? I picked up about 25 
scooters during a three-week 
period. Took eight on my 
best day. 

“This yqar? About a month 
ago, I worked the same 
stretch of beach and picked 
up about 70 mackerel.” 

Romer rarely works the 
Playa Del Ray Jetty. As a 
matter of fact, he rarely 
goes deepsea fishing. Too 
crowded, he explains. 

He also dislikes perch 
fishing. Too slow and not 
enough of a challenge. 

“Last week, I picked up a 
7-pound halibut at almost 
the same spot.” 

Oh, yes, he doesn’t use 
bait. What does he use? 

Purist Romer uses a 69-. 
cent chrome jig. 

“It's the only one I've got.”

Try a Crab Omelette- For Breakfast, Yet!

Mrs. Joseph (Judy) Rose- 
ner, Jr., 1260 Medford, is 
what I would call an in¬ 
spired cook. She feels that 
any dish can be made at¬ 
tractive and more appeal¬ 
ing with a sprinkle of some¬ 
thing on the top. 

For this reason she tries 
to keep fresh chopped par¬ 
sley in her refrigerator at 
all times. It will keep for a 
long time in a covered dish. 
The same goes for chopped 
nuts on fruit salad, rice or 
green vegetables. 

The following recipe has 
become a breakfast favor¬ 
ite with her family. As she 
says, there is no reason why 
you have to coniine crab 
meat to luncheon or dinner 
dishes. 

CRAB OMLETTE 
(Serves 4) 

1 small fresh cooked crab 
or left over crab legs and 
pieces from day before. 
(Keep tightly covered 
in refrigerator if this is 
the case.) 

8 eggs 

Chopped parsley (3 tbs.) 
Butter 

Saute crab in butter over 
low heat. Beat eggs and add 
to crab. Mix eggs and crab, 
then add parsley and stir 
while cooking till desired 
dryness is reached. Serve 
with hot .sour dough bread 
and c'offce or a dry wine if 
it happens to be brunch. 

SPINACH PARMESAN 
This recipe tastes much 
better than it sounds! 

2 lbs. (2 pkgs. frozen) 
chopped spinach 

1/4 cup fresh grated Parm¬ 
esan (not canned) ' 

1 tbs. finely chopped par¬ 
sley 

2 eggs 

V4 cup olive oil

“Health Chats" 

THIS CARD COULD SAVE 
YOUR LIFE 

The above headline is the 
title of a current magazine 
article which brings to our 
attention one of the most 
important health features of 
our modern, high-speed Hy¬ 
ing. Emergency hospitals are 
flooded constantly with seri¬ 
ous emergency conditions in 
patients who are uncon¬ 
scious and about whom the 
servicing doctors have no 
medical record whatsoever. 
These persons may be hy¬ 
persensitive to antibiotics to 
a point of suffering critical¬ 
ly from them or they may 
be sensitive to any one of a 
number of commonly used 
drugs or subject to anaphy¬ 
laxis (serum sickness or re- 
actionlupon the administra¬ 
tion of substances as innoc¬ 
uous as liver and iron. Con¬ 
sequently, care of such per¬ 
sons who are the victims of 
highway and other accidents 
or casualties of innumerable 
stresses of modern living 
are risky patients to handle 
when they are in no condi¬ 
tion to supply any of their 
medical history. Frequently 
diabetics have received the 
incorrect treatment because 
they were discovered in 
coma and no one knew they 
were diabetics. 

The solution pointed out in 
the article is very simple: 
Everyone should carry in 
their bill-fold a card giving 
concisely their medical his¬ 
tory. This card will provide 
the important information 
which an attending doctor 
would need in an emergency 
and at some future time may 
be the very thing that will 
save your life. It will give 
blood itype, and Rh factor, 
drug sensitiveness, allergies, 
histories of illnesses and op¬ 
erations; also the name, ad¬ 
dress and telephone number 
of the doctor from whom 
complete medical history 
can be secured. 

A doctor servicing an un¬ 
conscious emergency case Is 
sure to wonder, “Is there his¬ 
tory of tuberculosis? Have 
tetanus shots been gdven '— 
and how long ago? Is there 
an allergy to cortosone, to 
aspirin?” and many other 
vital points any of which 
may have serious bearing 
upon the survival or the 
emergency. 

The Foothill General Health 
Service along with many 
other modern health offices 
is prepeured to provide these 
cards to their patients. Items 
which are Incomplete from 
present information can be 
filled in by having necessary 
laboratory tests made to 
complete them.—Adv. 


Cook spinach and drain 
well.

IV4 cups hot water 

3 tbs. lemon Juice 

When making graham 
cracker crust reseve 3 tbs. 
crumbs. In a 2-quart sauce 
pan dissolve gelatin in hot 
water; add lemon rind and 
juice. (Rind may be in¬ 
creased to suit taste). Add 
1 c e cream by spoonfuls, 
stirring until melted. Re¬ 
frigerate until thickened but 
not set (25-30 minutes). Turn 
into pie shell; sprinkle re¬ 


served crumbs on top or slice 
walnuts or almonds to make 
it more festive. Refrigerate 
again until firm and thor¬ 
oughly chilled. It is even 
better to make the night be¬ 
fore serving.

Southland Headed 
For Record Year 
In Auto Influx 

Southern California is 
headed for its fourth suc¬ 
cessive record-breaking year 
in automobile influx figures 
if the trend established dur¬ 
ing the first nine months of 
1958 continues, it was report¬ 
ed by the Automobile Club 
of Southern California. 

The club staled that 786,- 
213 out-of-state cars, carry¬ 
ing 2,141,115 passengers, en¬ 
tered California by high¬ 
ways in the southern portion 
of the state during the first 
three quarters of the year. 
During a similar period of 
1957, the out-of-state car 
count was 765,3.53, with 2,- 
113,447 passengers. 

"These figures show better 
than a 2.7 per cent increase 
for the area,” a club spokes¬ 
man pointed out. 

Statewide figures show a 
slight Increase in total num¬ 
ber of cars entering, but a 
drop in number of passen¬ 
gers. During the first three 
quarters of this year, 1,490,- 
998 cars, carrying 3,982,455 
passengers, entered the state 
as compared to 1,454,051 
cars, with 3,985,232 passen¬ 
gers, entering during a simi¬ 
lar period in 19,57.

Californians 1st For Travel 


Issuance and renewal of 
passports to Californians in¬ 
creased 30 per ceiit during 
the third quarter of this year 
as compared with the third 
quarter of 1957, according to 
the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 

Californians continue to 
rank second among world 
travelers. Department of 
State statistics show that the 
21,187 passports issued or re¬ 
newed for Golden State resi¬ 
dents during July, August 
and September were exceed¬ 
ed only by the 34,827 issued 
to New Yorkers during the 
same period. 

Air travel dominates as 


the most popular mode of 
transportation in all areas, 
but most particularly in the 
West. Californians do 75 per 
cent of their globe-trotting 
by air, compared to a na¬ 
tional average of 69 per cent. 
The Los Angeles-Long Beach 
metropolitan area is even 
more air-minded — 78 per 
cent of interr^tional travel 
from this area during July, 
August and September was 
by air.
